(isorganizes his command, destroys 


his discipline and nullifies his units as |

“Our frst axiom must be that com- 
pletely to achieve its object, a battle 
must not be purely defensive. A pure- 
ly defensive battle, even well conduct- 
ed, does not result in a victory. It 
is simply that which must be begun 


over again,

that an offensive, whether started at 
the beginning of an action or whether 
{t follows the defensivee, can only give 
results, and in consequence must al- 
Ways be adopted at the finish. 

“To maintain our position is not 
synonymous with being victorious and 
even prepares for a defeat, If we re- 
nin where we are and do not pass 
to the offensive to fix the direction of 
attack, to guard against the plans of 
the enemy and prevent him from car-

The crew, 
which had abandoned her, went baci 
on board, although the forward deck 
was awash, determined to take her to 
port. 

They succeeded in getting the wire- 
less in operation and flashed an urg- 
ent call for assistance. They were 
powerless, as the ship was unmanage- 
able and would have been easy prey 
for a submarine if one had been in the 
vicinity. Two tugs came up and tow- 
ed the ship safely to port.

The fighting was heavy and the French offered a pow- 
erful resistance to the multiplied efforts of the enemy and finally 
succeeded in checking the advance, particularly on the two wings. |

Tivo new wells are being snnk in the 
Viking gas and ofl district, one by the 
Northern Natural Gas Development com- 
pany, which has the contract with the 
city of Edmonton, and the other by the 
Coronet Oll compafty, a new operator in 
this section of Alberta, which hae its bead 
office at Calgary and which !s said to be 
backed by Old Country capital. The well 
ef the Northern Alberta will be the ninth 
this corporation has e¢unk. 

The drilling operations at each well are 
being conducted by gas piped from welia 
six and seven. Not only that, the rest- 
dences of the @mployées are lighted with 
the locally obtained illuminant, which also, 
of course, supplies the eating in the cook 
honse for the preparation of the meals 
for the staffs. There are eight employe! 
at well No. 9 There are three at present 
at the Coronet. Sinking operations, it was 
learned on the ground, have been handi- 
espped by difficulty In procuring exper- 
fonced drillers from the United States, and 
the ¢all for skilled operators In oi] from 
Great Britain has added an unanticipated 
difficulty. Some 150 have left the United 
States for Great Britain. 

Gas im Paying Quantities 

These facts were ascertained on & Te- 
cent visit to Viking made with a view to 
overlooking a situation in which Edmon- 
totn is very personally interested in more 
ways than one. The outstanding convic- 
tion, as a result, is that undoubtedly thete 
is gee in paying quantities, As to oil, 
that Is @ different preposition, Thare was 
not the same evidence above ground to 
come to a conclusion, In the case of the 
gas it is different, and the erdinary man 
would have the conviction stated, and tt 
would appear to be reinforced by the 
Judgment of experts. What that judgment 
was he had {ndteated by the continuance 
of the sinking operations, upon which at 
a conservative estimate, up to the present 
fome $400,000 has been expended. One well 
ig said to have cost $57,000. 

There is undoubted evidence of gas in 
large quantities. The guage at well sir 
on the day the visit was made showed a 
pressure of 112 pounds. The pressure was 
equally strong at the other well, and the 
pressure was regulated to the capacity 
of the small bore pipe conveying the gas 
to the locale of the drilling operations. In- 
deed, one of the workmen made the state- 
ment that there was 720 pounds rock pres- 
sure. How great the heat generated, one 
had opportunity of determining if one at- 
tempted to stand for any length of time 
before the forge in which one of the huge 
bite was being heated preparatory to being 
redressed. 

Calgary Compsny After O11 

It was stated at the Coronet well that 
the primary purpose of the drilling there 
is to get ofl. This company has already 
been successful at a well southwest of 
Calgary, near the Montana border. The 
well at Viking bas been drilled to about 
40 feet. The well of the Northern Alberta 
compaay hes sunk No. © well 800 feet. Gas 
has so far been obtained at a depth vary- 
ing from 2106 to 2400 feet. 

Witth the exception of the second well 
on the ground of the latter company, 
there has been no public indication of the 
lscovery of oj]. But one could net con- 
verse with the people of the locality, the 
men on whese land the drilling has taken’ 
place, without becoming aware of a suse 
picion that the company has not been Iny- 
ing bare to public gaze everything dis- 
covered at the drilling, and one found that

RETURNED SOLDIER‘HAS COMPLAINT

Str,—Will_ you be good enough to gire 
this letter a place in your valued paper? 
Two men from Colinton, Alta., after wait- 
ing till the fourth year of the war, went
